o	 Additional Info: The TRC represents a new generation of terrorism and security 

analysis, combining expertise with technology to maximize the scope, depth and impact 

of our research for practical implementation. The TRC provides core expertise in 

terrorism, counterterrorism, critical infrastructure protection, information warfare and 

security (including design review, technical assessments, policy development and review, 

and training), vulnerability and threat assessment (red teaming), systems engineering, 

encryption, intelligence analysis, and national security and defense policy.

•	 National Memorial for the Prevention of Terrorism (MPT): 

o	 Location(s): Oklahoma City, OK (HQ): 

o	 Mission Statement: To prevent terrorism or mitigate its effects. 

o	 Additional Info: MPT, a nonprofit organization, originated in 1999 from the desire of 

the survivors and families of the Murrah Federal Building bombing of April 19, 1995 to 

have a living memorial. They work to fulfill an obligation to the respondents that are first 

on the scene in the aftermath of terrorist activity, such as police officers, firefighters, and 

emergency medical technicians. MPT accomplishes this by sponsoring research to 

discover equipment, training and procedures that assist them in preventing terrorism and 

responding to it. A majority of their efforts also lie with research into the social and 

political causes and effects of terrorism and the development of technologies to counter 

biological, nuclear, and chemical weapons of mass destruction as well as cyberterrorism.
